That  these  lines  are  Thackeray's,  no  one  can  doubt,  and  the  Ballad  is 
included  in  Lady  Ritchie's  last  edition.  Furthermore,  Thackeray  was  so 
extremely  proud  of  his  artistic  abilities,  that  he  would  never  in  his  earlier 
years  have  permitted  another  artist  to  have  illustrated  his  own  ballad, 
in  fact  no  other  artist  could  have  interpreted  the  spirit  of  it  as 
he  has  done.
